To  the  Honorable,  the  House  of  Delegates  : 

The  Treasurer  has  found  great  difficulty  in  his  attempt  to  give 
a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  fiist  query  in  the  order  of  the  House,  of 
the  29th  ultimo,  viz  : 

What  was  the  balance  of  ordinary  revenue  remaining  in  the 
Trensur\' unappropriated,  on  the  1st  of  December,  1840,  '1,  '2, 
'3,   '4,  '5  and  '(3,  severally  ? 

The  means  of  the  Treasury  having  been,  throughout  that 
whole  period,  inadecjuate  to  pay  all  the  demands  upon  it,  there 
could  not,  strictly  speaking,  have  been  any  unappropriated  ba- 
lance, at  (he  periods  designated,  remaining  in  the  'Freasury. 

The  Treasurer  therefore  inferred,  as  he  has  since  learned  from 
ihe  gentleman  who  introduced   the  order,  that    the  object  of  ihe 
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inquiry  was  to  ascertain  the  excess  of  tlie  receipts  on  account  of 
ordiDary  revenue,  over  the  disbursements  on  account  of  ordinary 
expenses  in  the  several  years. 

Tlie  amount  of  (his  excess  or  balmice  will  then  depend  upon 
the  construclion  which  n^ay  be  put  upon  the  terms,  ojdinary  le- 
venue  and  ordinary  expenses.  Until  within  the  few  lasi  years,  no 
discrimi.nation  has  been  made  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Treasu- 
rer between  the  receipts  on  account  of  ordinary  and  other  reve- 
nue, and  no  ver}'- definite  rule  appears  .to  have  been  observed  in 
the  reporls  in  which  the  disliuction  has  been  attempted  j  but  it 
seems  to  have  been  the  intention  to  place  all  receipts  from  reve- 
nue laws,  except  those  derived  from  the  direct  and  income  taxes, 
the  tax  on  officers,  and  the  receipts  froni  Internal  Improvement 
companies,  under  the  head  of  ordinary  revenue,  and  all  annually 
recurring  disbursements  for  State  purposes,  except  those  on  ac- 
count of  interest  on  the  public  debt,  under  that  of  ordinary  expen- 
ses. 

The  Treasurer  has  attempted,  in  the  tabular  statement  which 
accompanies  this  report,  to  cany  out  that  view  more  fully  than  has 
been  done  in  tlie  annual  reports,  by  striking  from  the  list  of  ordi- 
nary levenue  and  ordinary  expenses,  all  tiie  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments oh  account  of  (iie  School,  Tobacco  and  Colonization 
Funds,  a  portion  of  Vvhich  has  been  included  in  all  the  annual 
reports,  among  the   ordinary  revenue  and  ordinary  expenses. 

And  applying  that  rule  to  the  several  yeais,  he  finds,  as  is 
shown  in  detail  in  the  accompanying  table,  the  oalances  to  have 
been  as  follows,  viz: 

In  1840.  it  was  ^24.038  01;  in  1841',  $35,171  08;  in  1842, 
S26,7T2  13;  in  1843.  $45,403  81,  in  1844,  $44,105  64;  in 
1845,  !t5T9,494  86;  and  in  1846,  .S  140,667  29. 

To  the  2nd  enquiry  of  the  order,  he  answers,  that  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  coupons  and  ii)terest  certificates  disposed  of  by  the 
Treasurer  to  1st  December,  184C,  was  P22(),,4S3  95. 

To  the  third,  that  the  amount  of  interest  due  the  Sinking 
Fund,  and  not  disposed  of  on  Ist  December,  1846,  was  $43,081 
45. 

And  to  the  4th  enquiry,  the  annual  interest  upon  the  Sinking 
Fund  is  now  about  $74,000  00.
